This is the message of Premier Lenine of Russia to the Amer- 


ican farmers. It was given to me in a two day interview in which 
Lenine: 


1. Predicted a war between the United States and Japan and; 
2. Admitted his soviet communistic program had "gone right 


- to the bottom/' 


I went to Moscow Oct. 28 as chair [ 


Man of the Russian trade relations 
commission. I studied conditions and 
visited many factories, warehouses, 


^.—courts', schools, and hospitals. 


No particular attention was paid to 


my presence until Saturday when I 
received a message from one of the 
people's commissaries whom I found 
upon investigation to be Lenine, say- 
Ing he wanted to see me. 


"Glad to see you, 
Christiansen," 


eaid Lenine as he received me courte- 
ously at the Kremlin. He spoke ex- 
cellent English. We had a two hour 
conversation. 


.After I had responded to his greet- 


ing and also spoken to a number of 
fanners and workers who were in an 
anteroom. Lenine's first question was: 
' 
CAPITALISTS WANT WAR 


"What about the. war between Ja- 


pan and America?" 


"I do not think a war is likely," I 


replied. 


"There's bound to be a capitalistic 


•war." insisted the premier. 


"I have not been to Japan,"^! said, 


, "butsl know that Japan and America 


_ are friends. Not' only their govern- 


ments but their people are friendly.'!- 


"But,*1 replied Lenine, "you-know 


•'war is the'very best'industry ot-the 


capitalists and that is tho kind- of 
government you have." 


"J. do not believe a war with Japan 


is possible,",! said. "The*world has 
bad enough of war." 
• Lenine's response 
was 
emphatic. 


He said: 


'"Oh, no. it hasn't. One is bound to 


come. It's brewing now." 


We tlien turned to the disarma- 


ment conference and Lenine said: 


"I do not know but I fear there 


v.-ill not be much of a result—perhaps 
some alliances. 
Don't you think an 


Anglo-American-Japanese alliance is 
the most probable?" 


"I hope there will be no alliances 


leading' to 
misunderstandings and 


troubles." I said. 


FAMINE SITUATION' WORSE 
When I mentioned the Russian fam- 


ine, Lenine said: 


"The""work is progressing quite as 


we expected but we need mono grain. 
"Winter is coming and tho situation 
will bo worse. Why don't American 
farmers send us wheat and receive 
our raw materials. 


"What have you?" I asked. 
"Feed our famine victims and wear 


furs," replied Lenine quickly. "We 
can put furs on your wives. We have 
incxliaustiblc supplies 
of minerals, 


forests to make 
pulp 
for years, 


bristles; caviar etc." 


"What happened to your program?" 


I asked him the nest day. 
"It's all gone right to the bottom, 


the soviet program as well as mine," 
l.o said.

No longer is there worry about, the 


outcome, prolonged as the debate may 
be. For the- truth "is tlie' Japanese 
hand has been, disclosed.. .It is the 
hand of old world diplomacy which 
rarely accepts anything right off the 
bat but considers it carefully; asks- for 
more, appears to be deeply insistent 
on .more concessions and finally with 
a gesture of. generosity recedes in the' 
interest of common agreement. 


For several days the view* of Baron 


Kato, minister of marino, have been 
put out in one form or another giving 
the impression that Japan was ada 
mant in her desire for a. higher ratio 
than the so-called 5-5-3. Now comes 
Prince Tokugawa, the head of the 
delegation, and in. a talk with news- 
paper men, lays stress on the fact 
that Baron Kato was expressing his 
personal views. 
This,^ however, isn't 


the only basis for the idea "that Japan 
is prepared to make good her original 
acceptance' of the Hughes m-ogram. In 
the face of a European and American 
entente, Japan cannot afford to stand 
alone. She now knows the dangers 
which might ensue from too great in- 
sistence of her own. viewpoint. She 
knows for instance that Secretary 
Jlughes^ls not in a.bargaining: mood 
and thai if Japan means to alter the 
existing"strength of the American and 
Japanese navy there will be no naval 
holiday and no reduction of armament. 


REAL PROGRESS MADE 


The conference is having its ups 


and downs, its exasperating delays 
and discouragements but 
relatively 


speaking they arc infinitesimal com- 
pared to the multiplicity of differences 
which developed at the Paris confer- 
ence. And the progress being made 
here, slow as it may seem to those 
anxious for quick results, is rapidity, 
itself compared to 
the P'aris pro- 


cedure. 


Tho most surprising thing about 


the whole conference thus far is the 
fact that the Far Eastern questions 
are beinjj 'disposed of •'more quickly 
than most Far Eastern experts ever 
dreamed. Perhaps this is becausa 
the conference started out with defm- 
ito principles and is simply trying to 
apply them to specific cases. Perhaps 
it is because Japan herself is not so 
much of an obstacle to agreement as 
some people thought she would be. 
After all it is much more to the in- 
terest of Japan tliat an agreement 
should be reached on Far Eastern 
questions than it la to any 
other 


power hero except possibly China. For 
it is evident to the Japanese that they_ 
can accomplish little by direct no" 
gotiations with the Chinese because 
of the lattcr's interminable distrust of 
everything Japanese. From the begin- 
ning the attitude of Japan has been 
the key to the words "success" or 
"failure'! at this conference but the 
Japanese liavo jriven evidence in more 
ways than ono that they will not take 
the responsibility before the world of 
breaking: up the "Washington confer- 
ence and placing themselves in a posi- 
tion of moral isolation which would 
be permanently injurious to Japanese 
plans for expansion.

Ulster docs 
not seem to Iwve yet reached the point

lias leaked out of the conference chamber, 
Ulster appears to be the stumbling block 
in the way of a settlement. 


^Vhether Lloyd George is willing to ac- 


cept the Sinn Fein view that Ireland can 
'become a part of the British empire only 
as a free and independent state, implying 
'the right to withdraw at any time itjniglit 
see fit. is a question upon which there is 


• no authoritative light. "What Lloyd George 
and De Valera say to the public may differ 
materially from what they do and say be- 
•hind. closed doors. "Whatever the facts, 
the situation is perhaps more critical for 
(England tlian for Ireland. "We do not see 
•how there is any escape from the prospect 
•that.- Ireland is to enjoy virtual indepen- 
dence. Nominally she will be under the 
sovereignty of Great Britainj that is so 
far as the claims of the throne and parlia- 
' merit are concerned, but-in reality she will 
be her own mistress. 


Public 
opinion in England is over- 


•\vhelmingly opposed to coercive warfare 
against Ireland. The British press is al- 
most a unit in demanding that in the 
event of failure at the conference there 
shall be no renewal of force against the 
Sinn Fein. It insists that the truce must 
be continued. If not at this time, sooner 
or later an understanding, will be reached . 
between Great -Britain and Ireland- and- 
they will be drawn together into'a mutual- 
ly acceptable union.- Their interests are

separable. 


The world will rejoice in the great head- 


way that Ireland is making toward eman- 
cipation from repressive and oppressive 
British rule. The last chapter of that un- 
happy history is about to be written, and 
whatever may- be the results of the Lon- 
don conference events are clearly shaping 
.themselves on the side of Irish aspirations 
lor economic and political freedom. There 
is. however, in such freedom nothing in- 
consistent with membership in the British 
union, and eventually this is likely to be 
brought about through the consent and

acute conditions of the respiratory tract known as 
"cold." the microblat theory has an hod at this

strains of bacteria which are capable ot infecting 
us—that is, invading our tissues—only when our 
"resistance is loitered" by some indefinite cause.

Know from repeated demonstration, that there are 
"carriers'" of disease germs healthy enough them- 
selves but capable of infecting otheis with typhoid 
fever, diphtheria, or in some instances perhaps, 
other diseases, there is neither evidence to suppoit 
this notion of cauieis of acute respiratory infec- 
tions nor any particular need for such a round- 
about theory to explain tho great pievalenco of 
these conditions. 


Dr. A* L. Eloomfield, of Baltimore, learns th.it 


none of the common bacteria found in the nose or 
thio.it have been shown to bo tho pnmary cause 
of acute respiratory diseases. The earner thcoiy 
would seem to fall for want of scientific support. 


But another scientific investigation of the sub- 


ject made by 13r. W. Kruse, who reported his ob- 
servations in Die Erregcr von Huston und Schnup- 
fen, Munchen, mod. AVchneschr. 61, :1547, 1914 (a 
snort and a couple of sneezes will get you over tins 
all, i ight it you're of fa the language), proves that 
something akin to a virus present in the nose and 
throat of one who has an actual acute respiratory 
condition like coryza or sore throat \\iil pioducc 
a similar condition when conveyed to the nose or 
throat of a healthy person.
